Se City Services 
1. Initiation of a vigorous landscaping and conservation program 
aimed at restoring and maintaining Greenbelt’s park and play- 
ground areas; such a program to be coordinated with the efforts 


of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 


. In view of the continuous influx of young families with small 
children, expansion of tot playground areas and establishment 
of a summer program of Supervised care. 7 

- Construction of new play areas and sandlot ball fields in those 
areas, such as the North End now lacking such facilities. 

. Development and rehabilitation of Greenbelt Lake area, in- 
cluding construction of a park shelter. 

. Appointment of a recreation advisory council to examine the 
acequacy of the present recreation program and to assist the 
recreation department in making budget recommendations for 


the coming year. 


Construction Program 

. A reappraisal of the total amounts to be spent for the new con- 
struction, with special attention given to the allocation of funds 
and determination of priority needs among the three buildings. 

. The retention by the city of a measure of control over the proper 
use of all new publicly-financed buildings, with no outright grants 
of property title to any non-governmental groups. 

. In order to assure maximum utilization of the youth center 
building and its facilities, establishment of city policy that all 
civic and recreational groups should have access to the build- 
ing, with recognition given to the priority needs of youth ac- 


tivities. 


Charter Changes 
The adoption of those charter changes proposed by the Fair 
Committee that strengthen the role of the city council. 
Future Development 
10. Appointment of a city planning commission whose task would 
be to lay down adequate standards and guides for the develop- 
ment of Greenbelt so as to protect to the maximum the inter- 


ests of the city and the public. 


The commission would be con- 


cerned with such matters as (a) the orderly development of 
the commercial center and parking areas in a manner which 
does not violate existing structural lines; (b) attraction of a 
type of industry that would be a clear-cut asset to the com- 
munity; (c) preservation of wooded areas and park land to 
the maximum extent consistent with the construction of new 
homes; and (d) the furnishing of adequate roads and utilities 
by the developers of the vacant land. 
City Operations 
. Creation of a full-time executive or administrative secretary 
whose task would be to provide the councilmen with research 
material on important policy matters to be decided, to pre- 
pare follow-up progress reports on previous directives issued or 
action requested of management by the council, and to facili- 


tate the exchange of information between the city council and 


the city manager with respect to administrative operations and 
other problems and developments in city government.

Why Is a Bond Issue Needed? 





With the sale of the community building (Center School) to the Board of Education of Prince George's 
County the City acquired $260,000.00 to be applied toward the construction of a municipal office building, 
a youth center building and a fire house and rescue squad building. 


The current estimate for the cost of the fire department and rescue squad building, including site and 
roadways, is $141,000.00, and the youth center building, including site planning and roadways, is $166,- 
000.00 for a total of $299,000.00 for the two buildings. Additional funds of $39,000.00 above the $260- 
000.00 acquired from the sale of the community building are needed just to complete these two buildings 
as presently visualized. 


The cost of the proposed municipal office building has been estimated at about $133,000.00 includ- 


ing site improvements. 


The bond issue referendum has been set at $200,000.00 to provide a maximum flexible enough to cov- 
er all contingencies; however, if the maximum figure is approved, the City would not be required to obli- 
sate itself for the full $200,000.00 but would offer for sale only the amounts needed to construct the build- 


ings.
